monton, is in serious condition in 
hospital but is expected to recover. 
The truck driver, Andy Deere of Cal. 
cary, Was uninjured, 

Coroner) Dr. Epp presided over 
an inquest at 3 pm. Sunday at 
which the body was viewed and re- 
leased for burial. The inquest was 
then adjourned to a later date.

A sidelight to the atcident point- 
ed out Tuesday was the need for 
an ambulance service in Didsbury.

School Opening Set 
Back fo Sepl. 15 


It was decided last weekend that 
school doors in the Olds School Di 
Vision would not open until Mon 
day, September 15. Following the 
pattern set by Calgary and other 
points in Central and Southern Al 
berta, it was thought the postpone 
ment of two weeks Was in. order 
due to the current polio epidemic. 

Although there have been no 
cases of polio in our immediate 
area, instances of the disease are 
not on the wane in other parts of 
the province and, during the holi 
day weekend, six more cases were 
admitted to hospital in Calgary. 

Parents are reminded of the pre- 
ventative measures published in 
last week's issue of this paper, some 
of which we reproduce below: 


1. Polio is a communicable di- 
sease—so avoid crowds, — restrict 
children to small neighborhood 
roups, °

2. A tired child is more suscep- 
tible to the disease and if polio 
develops, a greater degree of par- 
alysis is likely to follow, 

3. Swimming is dangerous be- 
cause it will cause fatigue and is 
chilling. 

4. Watch your personal hygiene 
—be sure to wash your hands before 
eating and after using the toilet.

WHAT CAN IT COST YOU? 


Next Monday, September 8, the ratepayers in the | 
town of Didsbury will vote on whether or not a gas fran- | 
chise should be granted to the Canadian Western Nat- | 
ural Gas Company for supplying natural gas locally. 

Facts and figures have already been given in the | 
columns of this newspaper as to cost, inconvenience and | 
advantages. 


Plans submitted by the gas company reveal that; 
the whole of the town of Didsbury will be served by. 
natural gas. The cost of digging the ditches, supplying 
and laying the pipe up to the property line will be borne 
by the company. From there it is the responsibility of 
the owner. 


The pipe line will be located in the lanes rather! 
than the streets of the town when practicable. It has | 
been agreed that as little damage as possible will be) 
done in the execution of the work. And the gas company | 
will restore the lanes and streets as nearly as possible | 
to their former state and do maintenance on them for a| 
period of two years. 


The By-law to be presented requires a two-thirds | 
majority. Should this majority be achieved it will be 
necessary for the town and gas company to make appli-! 
cation to the government of the province of Alberta for 
an Act validating the agreement. 


It has already been pointed out that the charges 
for natural gas in Calgary is 32c per 1,000 cubic feet. 
An average house in the same city uses about 180,000 
cubic feet per year, which amounts to approximately 
$57.00 per year. The price at Didsbury will not be’ 
known until construction of the line has been finished, | 
but it has been estimated that it will be between 45 and | 
50 cents per 1,000 cubic feet. Figure it out. It would be 
the same as buying coal around $10.00 per ton. 

It is quite apparent that natural gas for Didsbury | 
is not available at the present time. However, prospects | 
are more than bright that this district can produce the 
supply required. 

It is difficult to conceive why anyone should vote 
against such a forward step, especially when the cost 
is so low. 

The town of Didsbury will have no debentures te 
pay, nor will the ratepayers have any frontage tax 
charged against their property. 

The vote takes place next Monday. Be there, and 
vote "Yes" for progress.

WHO WINS... ? 


~ We have often wondered just who, if anyone, wins 
a strike. We are inclined to think that everyone — the 
striker, the employer and certainly the consumer — is in 
the long run the loser. 
A strike is something like a war; neither side really 
wins. 

In the loggers’ strike in British Columbia, for in- 
stance, which ended recently after some 45 days, it has 
been estimated that each day of the strike cost the em- 
ployer a million dollars while for each day the strikers 
lost half a million in wages. Only strikers with families 
received strike relief. Who pays for the cost of the strike 
and for the increase in wages (much less than was de- 
manded) won by the members of the union? Ultimately, 
the consumer pays all. 

That's why every citizen of Canada has a stake 
in every strike; that's why differences between unions 
and employers should be settled as far as possible by 
negotiation before, rather than during, a strike. 

Even when strikers gain everything they demand, 
it may take them a long time to recover wages lost dur- 
ing the strike period. It looks as if strikes are just ' bad 
medicine” for curing economic ills. 

Ata time in history when apparently only the 
strength of democratic nations is warding off a world- 
wide war, it seems to us that strikes may be regarded 
as economic “sabotage”. In addition they do not help 
out the cost of living situation which affects every Can- 
adian citizen.

Temporary Grain Storage: With a 
bumper grain crop and storage at a 
premium this fall, every effort will 
have to be made to accommodate 
threshed grain and protect it from 
the weather. Temporary — storage 
may be constructed by using snow 
fence or woven wire. This should 
be lined with some strong, tough 
material that will contain the grain. 
“Fibrbreen” paper or any good 
vapor barrier paper is quite 
satisfactory. Where woven wire is 
used the interior will need to be 
lined with canvas, jute sacks, straw 
or sheaves. A 50-foot length of fene- 
ing will make a bin about 16 feet 
in diameter 

It should be kept in mind when 
lining this storage bin with paper 
that it should not be one continuous 
length, but should be cut in about 
10-foot lengths and overlapped suf- 
ficiently to allow for expansion. 
Grain should be delivered to the 
center of this storage area so that 
the pile rises evenly along the 
walls. Care should be taken to see 
that the paper is snug against the 
fencing as the grain fills the stor- 
age space.

It Might Have Been 


The Dominion bureau of statistics | 
recently issued its estimate of grain | 
production in Canada, The total | 
works out to about 1,446,000,000 
bushels of grain for the nation and | 
1,302,000,000 bushels for the prairie | 
provinces, 

In the years when the specula- 
tive system of grain marketing was | 
in full swing, the announcement of 
such enormous production would be 
calamitous. If past experience is 
any criterion, markets would “nose. | 
dive” and farmers would go into the! 
harvest season with worried brows. | 

In past years farmers always dis. | 
liked to hear estimates of record 
crop production. They knew what 
such news stories would do to the | 
market. Last week's government | 
estimates, however, did not cause a 
ripple of excitement among farm | 
people. They know that the Wheat 
Board initial price has been fixed 
and support levels, even although 
they are quite modest, are in effect 
on oats and barley. 

It is past experience that has caus. 
ed the ead of grain producers 
in Western Canada to cling to the 
Wheat Board. In the plebiscite held 
in Manitoba last autumn, 67 per! 
cent of the eligible farmers voted, | 
89 per cent in favor of the Wheat)

NOTES FROM D.A.

I recently sent in a sample of 
spruce damaged by insects. This is 
the report I received: 

“The sample of spruce which you 
submitted to us contained a “nest” 
caused by the feeding of a sawfly 
caterpillar, belonging to the family 
Phamphiliidae. There were no 
caterpillars left in the nest when we 
examined it, but the small brown 
articles are the frass left from their 
feeding. 

“There was a spider with many

If these are the insects that are 

| doing the damage, stomach poisons

| spider, Which does often damage 
| spruce trees, 

Many Manitoba Maples are dam. 
aged this year, all through this 
district. The top leaves are very 
small and curled, I have sent sam- 
ples to Indian Head and inquired 
of our own horticulturist, The only 
explanation given so far is the sug- 
gestion that 2, 4-D may have been 
the cause, If it is the fumes have 
traveled a long Way in some cases,

SOCIAL CREDIT VICTORY IN B.C. 
“POLITICAL PHENOMENON” 


The story behind the Social Credit 
party’s capture of the British Col- 
umbia legislature is told by B.C, 
Writer Mac Reynolds in the current 
issue of Maclean's Magazine. Rey- 
nolds calls the election, held in late 
spring, “a political phenomenon un- 
equalled in Canadian history.” 

Much of the credit, he says, goes 
to “a short, middle-aged man with 
a loud tie, a mouth creased down at 
the corners and a permanent five 
o'clock shadow" — the Rev. Earnest | 
George Hansell, president of the 
Social Credit Association of Canada. 

Old line parties dismissed Hansell 
as “a Bible-thumper from the 
prairies, a funny-money man, a 
fanatic, a flaming evangelist, an 
anti-Semitic and a Fascist.” 

But despite the fact that the party 

| went to the polls without a leader 


it “nosed out the C.C,F, and admin: | 


istered the worst drubbing in pro- 
vineial history to the Liberals and 
Progressive Conservatives,” 

“Hansell,” says Reynolds, “sewed 
up the B.C, hinterland with a twist. | 
ed thread of religion and red-hot | 
electioneering.” He often hitch: 
hiked from one speaking engage- 
ment to the next. But he sold his 
listeners — many of them dissatis- 
fied with the current government — 
on Social Credit. 


Reynolds sees a determined drive | 
for Social Credit leadership in the | 
federal field. The victory in B.C. is 
to Hansell “missionary work... a 
skirmish.” “Sooner or later,” writes 
Reynolds, “there will be another 
political vacuum to fill.”
